With reference to recently held telephone conversations, apparently four 
teamster drivers have been replaced at Selkirk, New York by Railroad 
Brotherhood employeres, unloading automobiles from railroad cars. 

The four 'eanster union members replaced, however, continue to be employed 
by Automobile Transport, Inc., the carrier who originally performed 
the service at this railroad site. 

The change is due to Ford’s new agreement with the New York Central 
Railroad to include the loading and unloading of automobiles in their 
published tarrif. 

New York Central Transport have not in the past and are not now directly or 
indirectly serving the New York Central Railroad at Selkirk, New York. 

This is exclusively a railroad operation.

Dear Jim: 

Referring to the letter from Frank Fitzsimmons dated 
January 4, 1963 wherein a decision was rendered for the 
Auto Transports, Inc. drivers who went from Kansas City to 
Laurel, Hontana and Ogden, Utah, and also a letter from 
Albert D. Matheson dated Hay 27, 1963.. We had a meeting 
held during our last Central States Area meeting in Chicago 
regarding the seniority of these drivers who were transferred 
tp Ogden, Utah. incidentally, these members belong to Local 
Union no. 498 in Kansas City, Kansas. 

After I received these communications referred to above, I 
contacted the drivers and suggested that they file a grievance 
with their local union claiming seniority in Kansas City as of 
the date they were returned here from Ogden and Laurel. As I 
understand it, they have done this and the case will come up for 
hearing next week. 

Their problem is that they filed for seniority at Ogden and they 
were turned down by the Western Committee. They returned to 
Kansas City because the company. Auto Transports, needed additional 
men. However, on arriving in Kansas City, they were put on an 
1 extra-extra 1 Board and have not been given their terminal 
seniority as of the date they returned to Kansas City. 

The conpany has hired new employees and have put them on the 
seniority list ahead of these men. I have toid both the union 
and the company that they are wrong. These men, in my opinion, 
should have seniority asoof the day they returned back to Kansas 
City even though their union membership still remains in Ogden, 

Utah. 

I think this problem wiiI be settled through the regular grievance 
channels under the Automobile Transporters contract. if there 
is anything else that you want me to do on this please iet me 
know.

Daar Roy; 

Thia la to confirm my diacuaaion with you aa of thia date with reapect to the 
aenlority matter* at Ogden, Utah. 

Aa 1 atated to you, an Informal meeting waa held in Chicago on March 
186S which waa attended by Ucffa,Fitaaimmone, myaelf, company repreaent- 
ativaa. Bill Butler and repreaentativea of the Biilinga Local aa well aa the 
Ogden Local and driver*. At ttiat meeting Jim chacuaaca the entire aituation. 
Sabacquently a queatlon waa a^tin raiaed and Fitsaimmona and myaelf 
diacuaead thia enttre problem again with Jim in Detroit. Specifically, the 
concluaiona which were arrived at are aa follow*: 

1. The flrat group of men (five men) who tranaferred to Ogden. Utah 
hold terminal aanlorlty aa of the date they flrat atarted to work at 
Ogden. 

Theae men tranaferred in under the contract which waa in effect 
prior to March 1, 1961 and under the National Committee' a ruling* 
they would not be affected by the new language which waa included 
in the preaent contract which became effective March 1, 1961. 

I. The aacond group of men who tranaferred into Ogden when the Napa 
Terminal claaed would hold terminal aenlority aa of the oat* they 
flrat atarted working at the Ugden Terminal provided it waa prior to 
March 1, 1961, Including layoff purpoaea. However, if they tranaferred 
into Ogden after March 1, 1961. the effective date at the new contract, 
but before juriadiction ovar the Ogden Rail Head waa tranaferred on 
Jaly 14, 1961 to the Ogden Local, then company aenlority will prevail 
aa to layoff between all individual* who tranaferred into Ogden between 
the da tea of March 1, 1961 and July 14, 1961.

If employees tranafarrad into Ogdan aftar July 14. 1861. the data on 
which Jurisdiction wai tranafarrad to tha Ogdan Local, they would only 
hold tarminai seniority aa of tha data they started to work at Ogdan 
aad this would prevail for layoff purposes also. 

4. With reference to those employees who tranafarrao to Ogdan while tha 
naw cootrect was In affect but prior to July 14, 1861, tha only rights 
they would have with respect to return back to Kansas City with full 
seniority would be provided that the rail hand closed at Ogden within 
two years from the date of their transfer. 

1 would like to point out that the Ogden Hail Head is etiil open end the layoffs 
which have taken place resulted from a slowdown in the volume at buelneee 
et the particular rail head. 

A short time ago 1 discussed this matter with Larry Eackileen of Auto 
Transports, lac. and et that time I suggested to Larry that if they needso 
additional men at aanaaa City the laid off employees et Ogden be given work 
opportunity back in Kansas City. Naturally, it would appear to me that their 
seniority would again start in Kanaae City as of the date which they resumed 
work at that tormiael. It would naturally follow that anyone who was hi rad 
in after the date of thair return would go below them on the terminal seniority 
board at Kanaae City.
